SELLING SUBSCRIPTION BOOKS. 

THERE can be no doubt that the plan of 


publishing books solely by subscription offers 
many advantages for certain classes of books, 


and that it will take many years before the | 


American retail book trade will be developed to 
such a degree that this mode of putting certain 
books before the public can be dispensed with. 
In the meantime we fail to see any reason why 
the bookseller should not employ a part of his 
machinery to cultivate this field, provided that 
he conducts this part of the business with the 
required enterprise, and as a separate depart- 
ment. For the present, at least, it would seem 
to hold out greater inducements in the way of 
profits than the handling of certain lines that 
he is obliged to carry in order to maintain his 
reputation as a bookseller. 

The bo 


ykseller who intends to handle sub- 


scription works should, first of all, decide 
what grade of books would, under prevailing 
circumstances and the local conditions, be most 
likely to prove salable. This choice would also, 


to a large degree, depend on the personality 


of those to be engaged in the venture. Suc- 


cessful subscription-book men are generally not 
adapted for the miscellaneous book trade, and 
vice Ver Managers or agents who are able 
to successfully handle costly encyclopedias, fine 
works of arts, etc., are often at a loss how to 
place popular cheap works. For these reasons 
it is proper to consider at the start the char- 
acter of works to which the bookseller wishes 
to devote himself. 

There are three distinct classes of subscrip- 
tion books; only that class should be select- 
ed that best suits the circumstances and _ indi- 
vidual characteristics of the intending agent. 
The nature or kind of subscription books may 
be designated as follows: 


First, Fine art works (containing etchings, 


photogravures, steel or copperplate engrav- | 


ings), and large works of reference, such as en- 
cyclopedias, dictionaries, extensive historical 


and geographical works, etc., expensive in price, 


that appeal to the tastes of wealthy bookbuyers, 
and the needs of libraries, etc. 

Second, Histories, 
mechanical works, books of 


biographies, memoirs, sci- 
entific treatises, 
travel, large atlases, etc., adapted to the gen- 
eral reader, and medium in price. 
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Third, Popular works of all kinds, intended 
| for the masses, such as religious books, family 
| Bibles, business and social forms, family phy- 
| Sicians, receipt books, family atlases, etc. 


| For each class a different canvasser is neces- 
| sary to achieve a decided success. The first 


class requires a man of culture and agreeable 
| manners, which enable him to move with ease 
in the, best circles, and who possesses, besides 
| a fair education, a good judgment of human na- 
| ture and of the vanity of mankind. For the 
second class the canvasser may be less elegantly 
clothed, but he must be a hustler and willing 
to work. He should be thoroughly posted on 
the merits of the particular book he canvasses 
and also have an agreeable personality. For 
the third class a man is needed who can talk 
in their own language with the people to whom 
he is offering his books, and entertain them 
on familiar topics. There are but few agents 
who could sell successfully all three of the 
grades of books referred to 

Great care should be exércised regarding the 
character of the canvasser employed. The 
very best agents are subject to ‘‘spells”’ that 
must becontended with. An habitual drunkard 
however, is a hopeless case, and his applica- 


tion should not be considered under any cir- 


cumstances. Some of the larger subscription 
firms owe their success to the so-called instal- 
ment plan. The book, or entire work, if in 


several volumes, is delivered on receipt of the 


order, and payment ts collected in weekly 
monthly instalments, generally fifty cents, ur 


} 


the whole amount is received, during wh: 


time the publisher retains the ownership of t! 
work, as stipulated by a signed contract. 

[It is not advisable to have too many wor! 
to push at one time. The best plan tor th: 
bookseller is to devote his whole force to one 
particular work, which may perhaps just then 
for some reason be in special favor with the

public. This is to be pushed vigorously and 


persistently, and if the interest ceases it is t 
be dropped. In its place some standard book, 
which, by its very nature, is always salable, 
may be taken up, and as soon as something 
new comes out that requires immediate atten- 
tion, it may in turn be taken up next.

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NEWSPAPER AND PERIODICAL STAMPS | 


CAN BE SOLD. 


THE controversy between the Government 


and the philatelists and stamp dealers as to | 


whether newspaper and periodical stamps may 
be kept in collections and bought and sold was 


decided by United States Circuit Judge La- | 


combe onthe 14thinst. A quantity of stamps 


had been seized in the warerooms of the Scott | 


Company. They had been advertised for sale, 


and the United States District Attorney's office, | 


acting on advice from the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, stopped the sale. The Scott Company 
protested. 

The Government asserted that no newspaper 
or periodical stamps had ever lawfully come 
into the possession of stamp collectors or deal- 
ers. 


the newspaper and periodical stamps for sale 
on several occasions. Judge Lacombe finds 
this assertion to be true, and in his decision 
says: 

‘‘The evidence does not show that the 
defendant came into the possession of the 
stamps unlawfully. In 1875, under the signa-

The claim is 
preposterous. The records show that more 
than 700 sets of these stamps have been sold 
openly to the public.’’

WILLIAM JOSEPH FLAGG, a writer of some 
| note of fiction and philosophy, died in New 
| York onthe 15th inst. He was born in New 
| Haven, Conn., April 15, 1818. He became a 
| lawyer, and removed to Cincinnati, where he 
married the daughter of Nicolas Longworthy. 
Persuaded by his father-in-law, Flagg became 
interested in viniculture, to which he devoted 
many years of his life. His observations and 
studies in this direction were so complete that 
he published them in book form. For fifteen 
years preceding his death he was engaged in 
writing a book, in which he presented a com- 
parative statement of the various religions and 
dogmas concerning the soul and its destiny.

THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS has published a 
‘‘List of Books Relating to Cuba,” prepared 
by A. P. C. Griffin, Assistant Librarian of 
Congress, which includes references to col- 
lected works and to periodicals. With this is 
combined a bibliography of maps, compiled by 
P. Lee Phillips, Superintendent of Maps and 
Charts Department, Library of Congress. 
This important publication is confined chiefly 
to the works treating of the political history of 
Cuba as it has affected this country, but it does 
not overlook the natural history and resources 
Works upon the discovery and 
occupation of Cuba in the fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries are not included, as these are 
conceded to belong tothe period of maritime 
exploration. A beginning is here made that, 
followed up, will lead to the publication by the 
government of some very valuable bibliog- 
raphies, throwing light upon the questions be- 
fore the houses of government. 
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THE UNIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN, Madison, 
Wis., has begun to issue a Philology and Lite- 
rature Series by the publication of a pamphlet 
entitled ‘‘On the Development of American 
Literature from 1815 to 1833, with especial ref- 
erence to periodicals.’”’ This is the work of 
William B. Cairns, Instructor in Rhetoric in 
the University. Almost at the outset the 
writer found that American magazines of the 
period under consideration were surprisingly 
numerous, and that in them was to be found 
the most valuable material for the literary his- 
tory ofthetime. The pamphlet contains some 
interesting matter, defining the scope of the 
essay, traces the tendencies of the preceding 
period, the present period, the foreign influ- 
ences, and then gives a picture of the geo- 
graphical divisions of literature. Appendices 
are devoted to lists of periodicals. It is very 
interesting to note the special interests of the 
years described, and to see how they can be 
studied in the periodicals which were bornand 
died during the first two decades of the cen- 
tury. Very many personal and literary anec- 
dotes regarding the great American giants of 
literature are to be found in the pamphlet.
